To study the effectiveness of 
spray coverage of different types 
of mechanical spray equipment, 
Dr. E. M. Stafford and Norman 
Akesson of the University of Cali- 
fornia have started a series of 
tests in Tulare county using 4 
florescent pigment. The treated 
trees can then be photographed 
and the different treatments care- 
fully compared. 

A good hand job still appears 
superior to boom types of applica- 
tion. Careful study of the defects 
inherent in mechanical rigs may 
reveal how they can be improved. 
Mr. Opitz points out that a tre- 
mendous improvement has been 
made in the newer types of 
mechanical equipment already.
